In an interview -1t Bamfield Creek 
last night Boatswain McCarthy told the 
first detailed story of the wreck. 

He said the steamer Valencia had 
| been going by dead reckoning and Over- 
‘ran her distanee. Soundings had been 
made three and four times an hour. The 
| steamer struck at 11:4 p. m. Monday 
| night, about amidship. 

Shortly after the sieamer struck she 
| was going at half speed. Capt. John- 
‘son immediately shouted, “‘‘Hard after- 
board,’’ to the quartermaster and gave 
orders to sound the bilges, which was 
done. The captain then called to the 
engineer and asked if the gteamer was 
taking much water. Before the officers 
could rep!v firemen began clambering 
up from the fire room, telling the en- 
gineers on the companion way that she 
was filling. 

Capt. Johnson rang* for full speed 
astern and made for the beach. The 
propellor had only made a few revolu- 
tions when the vessel struck and listed 
to port. Capt. Johnson was on the 
bridge when the vessel struck, with the 
second officer, He ran down and gave 
orders to have two of the seven boats 
lowered to the saloon deek rail. 

Instantly the passengers crowded to 
the rail and overcrowded the boats. 
During the excitement they cut what- 
ever lines they could lay hands on. The 
davits broke about the same time the 
lines were cut and both boats were 
smashed on the sides of the vessel, 
capsizing the passengers and crew in 
them. The crew threw lines out and by 
means of “Jacob's ladders’’ succeeded 
in getting about six of the passengers 
on board again. The boats when lost 
were mostly filled with women and 
children. 

A Pathetic Incident. 

One very sad incident was witnessed. 
A lady and gentleman with a little girl 
tried to get in one boat. The father suc- 
ceeded and the mother tried to pass the 
child, but a wave struck her and 
washed the child from her arms. The 
child was lost before her eyes. 

One life raft was also lowered, but it 
was dashed to pieces. After this four 
boats succeeded in getting away from 
the ship, all full of passengers. This 
left one boat and two life rafts. 

“The Captain, after consulting with 
the Mate, asked McCarthy to take 
charge, which he did, and called for 
volunteers, and the five sailors, who 
reached shore in safety, responded. 
The Captain instructed them to pull 
along the beach and find a place to 
wet ashore. They landed at 1:10 p. m. 
Tuesday, and made Cape Beale light- 
house at 2 p.m. Before making Cape 
Beale they tried to get back to the 
vessel by the beach, but could not do 
so. 

During the excitement the Captain 
Was very cvol and all the crew were 
at their stations. ' 

Boatswain McCarthy did not § hold 
out much hope for the remaining 
boats, although the other nine sur; 
vivors are said to have made shore 
in a boat, and are expected to reach 
Bamfield on Thursday. The survivors 
are of the opinion that the entire 
crew, with the exception of them- 
selves, is lost. 

A dispatch received by W. F. Bul- 
len of Esquimalt, one of the owners 
of the steamer Salvor, from his broth- 
er, H. P. Bullen, on board at Bamfield, 
Says: 

“The Valencia broke up 
afternoon. After noon assistance 
from sea was impossible. The vessel! 
had broken up. Only 15 had survived. 
Parties have been sent over the trail.

Mrs. Ethel Field Beatty, 
to whom it was supposed $8,000,000 had 
been left, will get. the income for life 
upon $1,000,000, and at her death the prin- 
cipal is to revert to Ker children. 

To Mrs. Marshall Field, widow, tn ad- 
dition to the provision made for her in a ! 
marriage settlement dated Sept. 5, 1905, 
$1,000,000 is given, together with the 
Field family home at 1905 Prairie ave- 
nue, with all its furnishings and equip- 
ment of every kind, for and during her 
life. No mention is made in the will of 
the amount given to Mrs. Field in the

St. Louis shoe manufacturers figure 
prominently in the board of directors 
and advisory board of an “Anti-Leath- 
er Trust"’ combination being formed to 
fight Chicago packers who control the 
hide market and are raising the prites 
of leathers. 

At a meeting of prominent shoe /man- 
ufacturers in Boston to discus’ the 
question, temporary boards, which will 
be made permanent later, were chosen. 
Among the members of the advisory 
board are J. J. Wertheimer and 
George W. Brown of St. Louis! and 
On the board of directors are A. D. 
Brown and Jackson Johnson of Sr. 
Louis. All a erheads of large shoe man- 
ufacturing concerns, 

In a circular letter received Thurs- 
day by these men and by all other prom- 
inent manufacturers of shoes in St. 
Louis and other centers of the industry, 
invitation is extended to join in the 
battle against the “Big Four.’ led by 
Armour and Swift, who are increasing 
the raw materials for shoes. 

In the phrasing of the letter, action 
is necessary to “avert some dangerous 
possibilities.” This is interpreted to 
mean that control not only of leather, 
but of other raw materia!s for shoes, is 
contemplated by the packers.

To a 
certain extent the manufacturers and 
the retailers are suffering. An effort is 
being made to maintain former qualities 
without too great an advance in prices. 
and to do this both classes are willing 
to ‘‘shave’’ their profits. They say they 
cannot continue to do so much longer, 
and that unless relief is found the sit- 
uation will become much more serious 
for the wearer.

Secretary of State Swanger wil! with- 
in a few days begin action against the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. to compel 
it to take out a license to do business 
in Missouri. Although the company has 
been in Missouri many years, it. has 
never had a license in this State. The 
action will be a sult, through the prose- 
cuting attorney of some county to re- 
cover $1000 fine for failure to take out a 
license. 

The law provides that the State shall 
be paid $50 for the first $50,000 of capital- 
ization of a foreign corporation. and % 
for each additional $10,000. The Western 
Union has a capitalization of $100,000,000, 
which would make the fee due tne State 
$50,700. 

The Secretary of State recently wrote 
the company, demanding that it make 
application for a license. In a recent 
communication it refused, contending 
that it was granted a charter by the 
Federal Government and needed no 
State license. Swanger contends that 
the Federal charter gave it a right on 
the public domain, or Government 
lands. and that ‘t required to have a 
license from the State.
